TO RISE IN REVOLT. 


— 


Another Revolution Threatens the Ar- 
gentine Republic. 


COMPLICATIONS GROWING OUT OF THE 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. Sy 


Prominent Candidates Withdrawn From 
the Campaign and Cabinet Officers 
Resign — Pelligrini Massing Federal 
Troops at the Capital The President 
Censured by the Senate. 


Bugewos Arres, Oct. 19.—Following close 
upon Gen. Mitre’s withdrawal from the 
presidential canvass camea manifesto from 
Gen. Roca also announcing his retirement 
from politics. He likewise claims patriotic 
reasons as influencing himin his resolution. 
Coming so soon after Gen. Mitre’s resigna- 
tion, Gen. Roca’s manifesto has causeda 
profound sensation. Groups of citizens were 
to be seen throughout thecity yesterday dis- 
cussing the matter and wondering what it all 
meant. Shortly after Roca’s announcement 
was made, the Government was nonplussed 
by the resignation of Ministers Costa and 
Carballido. Their action, it would 
seem, is to be followed by further withdraw 
als from the Cabinet. It is said that nearly 
all of the Ministers will quickly follow the 
example which Costa and Carballido have 
set. Of course their resignations have added 
to the excitement attendant upon Gen. 
Roca’s manifesto. The temper of the people 
issuch thatariot may break forth at any 
moment. The Government is well aware of 
the dangers that beset it and how little 
provocation is needed to start an uprising 
among the hot heads in the ranks of the op- 
position. It has taken measures to avert a 
possible outbreak and to stamp out revolu- 
tion at the first signs it shows. With this 
point in view all the city garrisons have been 
concentrated at Palermo Park. Great 
activity is evident on the part of the Presi- 
dent in case ofan emergency. 

It is said that Gen. Roca and his family 
have left the capital. 

A special session of the Senate was called 
to-day and a vote of censure was passed on 
President Pelligrinit for requesting Gen. 
Mitre not to abandon his candidacy. The 
discussion Over this proposition was very 
warm. The action of the Senate materially 
adds to the complications growing out of the 
election. There is much disquiet manifested 
by the populace. 

Gen. Mitre was regarded as the Adminis- 
tration candidate, and his withdrawal will 
seriously complicate the political situation. 
In all the governments of South America, 
and notably in the Argentine, the retiring 
President invariably has a candidate for 
whose election all the power of 
the Administration is used. Pelligrini, 
like his predecessors, has grown wealthy 
during his occupancy of the presidential 
office, and he does not care to see a successor 
chosen who may inaugurate unpleasant inves- 
tigations. Gen. Mitre wasthe chief magis- 
trate of the country from 1862to 1968. He, 
more than other Presidents of the Republic, 
has enjoyed the confidence of all classes. 

As a rule the people of the various 
provinces believe thatthe interests of the 
government are sacrificed to those of the 
Federal power, This feeling has grown into 
general discontent, and within the past six 
months thrée § revolts have occurred. 
in the Province of Cordova a rebellion 
broke outon May 21. The telegraph wires 
were cut and there was fighting in the streets 
of the capital lasting two days, twenty-five 
persons being killed. Federal troops, how- 
ever. restored order. Early in June another 
uprising occurred in the Province 
of Oatamarca. In this revolt the insurgents 
overthrew the Provincial Government, ban- 
Ished the Governor installed by President 
Pelligrine, and placed another in the chair. 
This state of affairs was short-lived. Fed- 
eral troops placed the old Governor in power 
again and the leaders of the revolution were 
imprisoned. Shortly after the Oatamarca 
affair there was a revolt in Santiago del 
Estero, when the Provincial President was 
arrested and compelled to sign his resigna- 
tion. This revolt, ike the others, was sup. 
pressed by the military.

This may ac- 
count for the fact ihat Wennecker’s office has 
collected 2,500 retail liquor licenses this year 
to Ziegenhetin’s 1,800. 

But whatever it is that causes the discrep- 
ancy Collector Zeigenhein refuses to expla 
it beyond asserting that the Government 
collects a license from many sources that do 
not come under the dram-shop head. 

With all shadow of authority torn away 
from him in his position, Collector Zeigen- 
hein now runs the saloon license department 
of his office as a secret bureau, solely on 
his own autocratic convictions.

HE WAS MERCIFUL. 


Judge Thayer’s Action in the Collier 
Counterfeit Case. 


HE WILL GIVE THE UNFORTUNATE 
TEACHER A CHANCE. 


A Touching Scene in the United States 
Court in Which Oruel Justice Was Tem- 
pered With Mercy—Sad Trials of a 
Young Husband—The Sentence of Fer- 
dinand Morris Deferred. 


Deep interest was manifested inthe pro- 
ceedings in Judge Thayer’s court to-day, 
when W. 8. Collier was arraigned to receive 
sentance for an attempt to pass counterfeit 
money. The case is a rare and peculiar 
one. Collier was a professor in a 
business college in St. Louis and came to St. 
Louis from Pennsylvania two years ago with 
his young wife. Life had not been a success 
with the young college graduate, and before 
he secured employment he was considerably 
in debt. These obligations he discharged after 
obtaining a situation and being desirous 
of placing his wife in a more _  respect- 
able position, contracted new debts 
for furniture to fit up a neat fiat. Misfortune 
crossed his path at this time, and he came 
near losing his wife at child-birth 
last winter. The infant died and the mother 
remained an invalid for several months 
and is not yet strong. The 
expense entailed by the sickness of his wife 
and burying the baby added to Col- 
lier’s other debts, placed him in an 
embarrassing position financially, because of 
his modest salary. In fact he found he was 
unable to meet all his demands. 
His clothes were re shabby and he 
was afraid he would lose his position in the 
school. 

In this dilemma he was tempted and fell. 
Counterfeit money was used in the college 
where Collier taught to explain the manner 
of detecting spurious money in the instruc- 
tion of young men for bank account- 
ants. Collier took a $10 counterfeit note 
and attempted to buy a suit of clothes 
with it on Morgan street. The 
bill was detected and Collier 
was arrested. He made no defense, but 
admitted the facts. He was accompanied to 
the Marshal’s office when arrested by his 
young wife and their beautiful 8 
year-old child, a. curly-headed boy. 
The appearance of the outfit excited 
the deepest sympathy inallwho saw them. 
Coliter’s only concern seemed to be for his 
wife, who is soon to become a mother again. 

HE PLEADED GUILTY. 

He obtained ball after being incarcerated 
some days, and secured employment with 
Congressman Niedringhaus at the rolling 
mills as ‘‘heater’’ and is now earning 8 a 
day. On Saturday last his case 
was called in the United States 
District Court, and he pleaded guilty, al- 
though it was said that it would have 
been difficult to make a case against 
him, asthe bill had been so defaced by the 
sub-treasury officials in stamping it that it 
could not be proven. 

When Collier was called upbefore Judge 
Thayer to receive his sentence every 
ear in the court-room was strained. 
Judge Thayer asked Collier what he was do- 
ing and he told him. The Court then in- 
quirei if *+* Congressman Niedringhaus 
knew of the charge against 
him. Collier replied that he did 
not, but Mr. Neidringhaus knew, he said, 
that he haa a case in court 
but was not aware of the nature. 
Judge Thayer then told himto go back and 
see Mr. Niedringhaus and inform him 
of all the facts in the 
case and if after being fully apprised of ali 
the circumstances Mr. Niedringhaus 
would continue to Kee him in his 
employment that he (the Court) would ar- 
range so that he could continue on duty and 
care for his family. 

A feeling of the deepest relief pervaded the 
court-room when the Court ceased speaking, 
and Collier, after thanking the Court 
departed on his errand. United States Com- 
missioner Crawford before whom Collier had 
his preliminary hearing said the case was the 
most touching that had ever been brought 
before him. 


Sentence Deferred.

James W. Hyatt, the United States Treasurer, 
in the counterfeit runs down on 
one of the small $2 in the border, 
while in the regular e it runs between them. 
The notes first appeared in Columbus, O. 
This is the third series of them which has 
been gotten out, one series having appeared 
in Treasurer Jordan’s timeand two under 
Hyatt.

The Story of the Umbria’s Battle With 


the Storm. 


A ST. LOUISAN’S INTERESTING ACCOUNT 


OF THE PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


At Sea During the Gales Which Whistled 


Themselves Away onthe Atlantic Coast 
During the Past Ten Days—Experiences 
of the Trip onthe First of the Belated 
Steamers. 


The following very interesting story of the 


recent storms on the Atlantic is given on re- 
quest by Mr. Thomas Dimmock of this city, 
who was a passenger on the Umbria, the first 
of the belated transatlantic fleet to reach the 
New York harbor. Mr. Dimmock has just 
returned to St. Louis:

A flerce gale, amounting at times to a ver- 
itable hurricane, blew continuously from 
the west and northwest, in other words, 
dead ahead.’’ Into the very teeth of this 
hurricane gale the eat floating wedge of 
steel was driven by the combined power of 
15,000 horses, until such driving became 
dangerous. Then the engines were ‘‘slowed 
down’’ to half-speed and now and then, I 
think, to less than halfspeed. At noon, the 
run for the previous twenty-four hours was 
posted — 294 miles. A doors leading 
to the deck were closed to passengers; 
whether locked or not I do not know, 
but I saw only one passenger who wanted to 
get out—the middle-aged female above men- 
tioned who never missed ameal. I actuall 
saw this indomitable woman pulling herself 
up the stairs with her wraps and rugs, 
probably a book, to go and sitina steamer 
chair upon a deck swept with spray, and in a 
storm that would Bave blown ber overboard, 
had she been allowed to face it. Singularly 
enough to me the sun was shining at inter- 
vals all day, andthe barometer steadily ris- 
ing, though not much above twenty-nine. In 
the afternoon the ship began to 
roll, and kept on rolling, un- 
til it seemed As if she must 
roll the masts out of her. Everything mov- 
able went adrift.andeven in a midship state- 
room, where the motion was least, trunks 
had to be fastened to the floor, and I could 
only keep my seat on the narrow sofa by 
bracing my feet against the side of the berth. 
This roll, the worst I ever felt,and the worst 
I was told the shipever did—was caused by 
the peculiar direction from which the wind 
and sea struck her. Whatever the cause, 
nobody who was there 1s likely to for the 
consequence. During that night a lady —ç 
senger died of apoplexy, produced, the doc- 
tor said, by nausea, with inability to relieve 
the stomach, and fright.

A CRUCIAL TEST.

Ordinarily, perhaps, the chances might have 
been taken of its carrying us to New York, 
put in such weather the taking of such 
chances is not safe. So a new bolt was put 
in, which required a coolingfdown of the 
parts to be handled before anything at all 
could be done. From9go’clock until 1:10 a. 
m., we did not move, except as the sea 
moved us. I cannot describe the anxiety 
which filled the first half hour after the en- 
gines stopped.

0’CONNOR’S CONDUCT 


The Hollowness of His Pretenses Made 
Very Clear. 


STORY OF THE THEFT OF PLANS FOR 
SCHOOL BOARD FURNACES. 


O’Oonnor Took the Specifications and 
Locked Them Up in His Safe to Pre- 
vent Their Examination, and Yet the 
Building Committee Reported That the 
Work Was Properly Done. 


It School Director Edward O’Connor had 
regarded the sage advice of Abraham Lincoln 
when he said,'‘*You can fool all the people 
sometimes, some of the people all of the time, 
but you cannot fool all the people all the 
time,’’ he would have been more discreet in 
his School Board career than he has been, 
and would stand a much better show than he 
does of being returned to the board by the 
voters of the Twelfth District. It was shown 
in the Post-DisPatcH yesterday, most 
clearly, how Mr. O'Connor had worked in the 
board what his colleague, Mr. Brady, bluntly 
described as the furnace racket.’’ The 
question as to what Mr. O'Connor is in the 
School Board for was answered. 

The fact that Mr. Harder, whose name still 
appears as a member of the firm, had died 
previous to Mr. O’Connor’s election to the 
board was stated,b ut this morning Mr. Theo- 
dore Henneman, Mr. Harder’s father-in-law, 
called at the Post-Disratcu office and re- 
quested that the further statement be made 
that his daughter now had no interest what- 
ever in the business, although her husband’s 
name was still used on Mr. ©’Connor’s signs. 
He gave as his reason for desiring such pab- 
lication the likelihood of many people think- 
ing that perhaps his daughter and her 
children were direct beneficiaries of Mr. 
O’Connor’s public service. 

Space was limited yesterday so that full 
justice could not be done Mr. O’Connor’s 
method of discouraging inspection of the 
work done under his supervision for Fuller & 
Warren. 

It was shown that O’Connor, who has got 
valuable contracts for heating schools and 
repairing furnaces, gave up ail this work, 
which is estimated to have been worth $5,000 
a year in profits, for the empty honor ofa 
seat in the school Board; that he was made 
amember of the Building Committee and 
that he did a great deal of ruuning about to 
convince members that Fuller & Warren 
had the only heating ana ventilating 
system and to get contracts for them. 
Up to the time O’Connor went into the board 
on Dec. 18, 1887, his firm had the exclusive 
agency of the Fuller 4 Warren furnaces in 
this locality. Upon assuming the dignity of 
office Mr. O'Connor loudly announced that he 
had given up the sole right to sell the Fuller 
& Warren furnaces. But a Chicago paper 
produced a letter, sent in answer to @ decoy 
note mailed to Fuller & Warren of Chicago by 
Messrs. Bosley and Halpin, in which the Chi 
ca go firm refused to figure on private heating 
work in this city, and referred the writer to 
O'Connor & Harder of this city, as sole 
agents in St. Louls. 

It was also shown that since Director 
O’Connor entered the board the Fuller & 
Warren contracts had amounted to many 
thousands of dollars, upon which $25,883.47 
had been paid by the board up tothe middle 
of October. It was shown that under no cir- 
cumstances was fair advertising for compe- 
tition resorted to, as required by the rules, 
and thatin the single instance when an ad- 
vertisement was ciaimed to have been pub- 
lished, the conditions were such that but one 
bid, and that the Fuller 4 Warren Co.'s, was 
handedin. Indeed, diligent search failed to 
find any such advertisement inany city paper. 
Possibly the Building Committee advertised in 
a Joplin paper. It was shown that a subter- 
fugein the shapeofa pretended competi- 
tion, by invitation, between Fuller & Warren 
and the Ruttan Co. of Chicago was on sev- 
eral occasions entered into, on each of which 
occasions the bids were suspiciously similar, 
that of Fuller & Warren being the lower by a 
few dollars. 

THR CARR LANE CONTRACT. 

It wasalso shownthat in the caseof the 
Carr Lane School, the contract for which was 
let to O’Connor’s Chicago concern for $5,100, 
Wm. Taylor ofthis city offered to give bonds 
to do the work for $4,000, no pay unless satis- 
faction was given, and that no notice was 
taken of Mr. Taylor’s offer. 

A conversation between Mr. James Halpin 
the well-known heater manufacturer, an 
O'Connor, in which the latter admitted that 
he was doing the heating pipe work for the 
Fulle & Warren heaters for his own profit, 
was printed and lastly it was asserted that 
O’Connor had violently prevented fellow 
members from ascertaining whether or not 
specifications were complied with on the 
contract for heating and ventilating Colored 
School, No. 1. 

The bullying conduct of Director O’Connor 
on thet occasion has, perhaps, no parallel 
inthe history of the board. The plans and 
specifications for heating and ventilating 
this school were in the Secretary’s—office in 
the Polytechnic building. This was in August 
of last byt The contract gave Fuller & 
Warren $4,995.75 for heating the buliding and 
among Other things the firm contracted to 
erect ventilating stacks. It became an open 
scandal that the specifications were not be- 
ing carried out and that a big steal was be- 
ing worked, notwithstanding the fact that 
the contract was let for 81, more thana 
local concern had offered to take it. 

About that time the Aulerites, or the mem- 
bers who had been friendly to the late Dr. 
Auler, concluded that it wasa good time to 
crucify Ed O Connor and cut his rcentage 
off the profits as agent for Fuller Warren. 
A competent mechanic was sent to inspect 
the work, and he reported that there was a 
clear steal of at least $2,000. Director E. M. 
Bosley, who was then fighting O’Connor, 
employed a draughtsman and took him tothe 
Secretary’s office and set him to work making 
acopy of the plans and specifications for 
heating the school, Engineer Lee, who was 
O Connor's man Friday, at once sent word to 
O'Connor that copies of the plans were be- 
ing made, and that eminent educator came 
down tothe Polytechnic building ip a tower- 
ing rage. Hesputtered like a cow-boyon a 
tear and grabbing the drawings from the 
draughtsman, show the inoffensive Ger- 
man out of the office and enjoined him to get 
out of the ore he took it into his 
head to fracture divers of his bones.

THE INFLUENCE OF LOWELL, 
a wees 


Mr. W. L. Sheldon on the Author of the 
“Biglow Papers ” 

The Sunday lectures of the Ethical Culture 
Society were resumed at the Memorial Hall 
yesterday. The attendance was good and 
Mr. Sheldon’s address was on the influence of 
James Russell Lowell. It is an impressive 
circumstance, he said, that within the last 
few weeks three of the most conspicuous 
names of our generation have been erased 
from the number of the living. They came 
from three different races or nations, Two 
of them who might have been among the 
benefactors of the world wrecked their career 
through defiance of the most elemental 
moral laws of all human history. The work 
of one of them has fortunately 
that it cannot be turned back. 
sovereignty of ethics was never more com- 
pletely vindicated than in the close of the life 
of these two men who had so much of the 
truly heroic in their nature, ee ae and 
Parnell. ‘Ihe third of the number, happily 
| with an unstained life, was America’s man of 
' letters—James Russell Lowell. 

I ne lecturer’s interest in this man was not 
| with reference to him in later years in the 

arena of statesmanship or diplomacy, as he 
| regretted that the unfortunate step was ever 
taken of Py ee | him as Ambassador to 
| Burope. He liked rather to think of him as 
the author ot The ent Crisis,’’ which 
he considered the most heroic and inspiring 
ode ever written on our soil, and the writer 
also of ‘‘The Vision of Sir Launfal,’’ the 
most perfect religious poem, he said, ever 
com din America. These two produc- 
tions rose above sectional feeling, race or 
creed ; they carried their lesson of truth and 
inspiration to all mankind. Lowell taught in 
his writings some of the most unive laws 
of history. The one great fact which he em- 
bodied in the best of his poetry was that the 
life of nations, as well as that of individuals, 
must rest and rise on moral foundations. 
Unfortunately part of his highest utterances 
were connected with the civil strife in Amer- 
ican history. 

The lecturer vulogised him for his op - 
tion in The Recent Crisis“ and Tue Big- 
low Papers to the tendency of parties to 
compromise the great issyes of the world. 
Lowell held that when men have a greasy con- 
vietion as to the elemental principles of the 
basis of government and the cohesion of so- 
clety, there is but one thing for them to do, 
and that is to stand by it unflinchingly, loy- 
ally and uncompromisingly. 

Was fot Lowell right? Is it not true that 
this is the one dangerous rock in the future 
of our history? Is not the same tendency of 
compromise stealing over us as a people at 
the present whic revalied in the mid- 
dle of the century? Did he not speak an 
abiding truth when he said in his famous ad- 
dress on ‘Democracy’: We learn once for all 
that compromise makes a good umbrella but 
a r roof; that it is a temporary expedient 
often wise in party politics, but almost sure 
to be unwise in statesmanship.’ If, however, 
there comes over usadread of what may 
happen when we see this tendency spreading 
In ever-widening waves over our country, 
and we dread what may come in the future 
when we watch the wrongs unrighted, we 
shall still think of the lines of this poet: 


Careless seems the great Avenger; history's pages 

but record 

One — I in the darkness twixt old sys- 
tems and the world. 

Truth forever on the seaffold, wrong forever on the 


throne, 
Yet that scaffold sways the future, and bebind the 
dim unkpown, 
Standeth God within the shadow, keeping watch 
above His own. 

And what is that supreme power standing 
within the shadow? It is the eternal, im- 
mutable, sovereign law of ad and justice, 
which sadly overwhelmed what might have 
been the glorious career of Boulanger and 
Farnell, but still leaves standing immortal 
and imperishable many of these thoughts 
that came from the mind of James Russell 
Lowell.“ Mr. sheldon speaks next Sunday 
on the subject, ‘‘What Makes Lite Worth 
Living.’’ 


HANGING IN CHAINS. 


| How the Criminal Dead Were Insulted in 


Olden Times. 


From the Pali Mall Budget. 

This is not a shilling shocker, as the un- 
wary might suppose from the title, but a 
gossipy study of one of the pleasing institu- 
tions of our ancestors—the practice, N. 
of gibbeting the dead bodies of criminals till 
they rotted away,pour encourager les autres. 
The gibbet must be distinguished, it seems, 
from the gallows. The gallows was the instru- 
ment of execution; the bet was the 
instrument only of exhibition, though 
no doubt at first, as in the Jewish case 
of Haman, the two instruments were one and 
the same. There appears to be some doubt 
whether hanging in chains was not some- 
times inflicted on the living, but the weight 
of evidence appears to be against this. r. 
Hartshorne seems to attach great weight in 
this regard to the fact that no statute ever 
sets out hanging alive in chains as the 
punishment for a crime. But that hardl 
seems conclusive. No statute ever sanction 
the peine forte et dure,under which criminals 
refusing to plead at their trial were pressed 
to death. o statute assigned hanging as 
the punishment for murder. And we can be- 
lieve anything of the ferocious cruelty of our 
ancestors. hat is more to the point is that 
no judgment containing such a sentence, and 
no authentic account of its infliction, has 
been produced. 

Hanging in chains, therefore, was only a 
way of insulting the dead and annoying ir 
living friends and relations by denying them 
Christian burial and ving their bodies to 
the birds ofthe air. The earliest record on 
the subject produced by Mr. Hartshorne isa 
writ Bg in Chauncy’s ‘‘History of Hert- 
fordshire in 1881:’’ 

Soon after the King came to Easthampstead to 
recreate himself with hunting, when he heard that 
the bodies which were hanged here were taken down 
from the gallows and removed a great way from 
the same. This soincensed the King that he sen 
writ, tested 3 August, 1381, to the bailiffs of the 
bete ed: commanding them upon sight thereof to 
cause chains to be made and to hang the bodies in 
them upon the same gallows, there to remain so 
— by one piece might stick to another, according 
to judgment, 


The conservative character of our rulers 
preserved this delightfully edifying spectacle 
asa part of the machinery of justice till the 
year before the reform Dill, when the scan- 
dalous scenes enacted round a murderer’s 
body hung in chains in Saffron lane, Leices- 
ter, caused the process to be abolished by 
statute, 

It was reserved for our own times to dis 
cover that ferocious punishments and public 
exhibitions ot them are the most futile ways 
of putting down crimes of violence; that 
they only feed the wolf and tiger“ in our 
blood; while the true way to let them die is 
to starve them. In time even our own hang- 
ers and floggers may learn this.

When City Counselor Marshall came into 
his office he found about sixty cases pending 
in the courts in which the city wag 
either plainti® or defendant. Most 
of those suits had been brought by 
Mr. Bell himself, and in many of them the 
eity’s position was sustained by a written 
opinion from him, As soon as he got out 
of office he was besieged by the per- 
sons who were opposed to the city 
in the case and wanted to employ him as one 
of their lawyers. Nobody, the litigants 
thought, could so well know the weak 
points of the city’s case in any 
one of the suits as the 
lawyer who had been managing 
t, and noone could see the flows ina city 
counselor’s opinion so plainly as the man 
who had prepared it. The former city 
counselor putoff all these gentlemen who 
wanted to be his clients, while he wrote City 
Counselor Marshall a letter and waited for 
the answer. 

In the letter hé said that he was thoroughly 
familiar with all the cases the city had in the 
eourts. He was being asked every day by 
the people interested in the cases to become 
their attorney, but he preferred to remain on 
the side of the city if a satisfactory arrange. 
ment could be made. He suggested, there- 
fore, tothe City Counselor, that he should 
be employed in the cases as special Counsel. 

City Counselor Marshall appears to have 
received the letter with but small recogni.

MUSIC AS MEDICINE. 


What Leading New York Physicians Say 
of Reports From London. 

New York, Oct. 19.—Some New York medi- 
calmen think the staid old British Medical 
Journal ts guilty of imposinga foolish bit of 
humduggery onits readers. Acable dispatch 
quotes that journal as indorsing recent ex- 
periments that have been made in London 
hospitals of curing the sick bythe soothing 
influence of music. Some one named Cannon 


Hereford is reported to have organised a 
society that makes a business of visiting sick 
people in the hospitals and playing and sing- 
ng to them. The British Medical Journal, 
which has always been classed amon? the 
most cautious and conservative of European 
publications of its kind, praises the society in 
unstinted terms, and goes sofar as to inti- 
mate that music is likely to take the place of 
morphine and chloral in the treatment of 
nervous diseases. A case is cited where 
Hereford entered a ward that was filled with 
patients who were suffering from insomnia. 
A simple lullaby was sung and all the patients 
went to sleep. Even the physician who had 
been intrusted with the duty of testing the 
experiment with the case was found asleep. 
Geo. F. Shrady, read the cable dispatches 
yesterday and at once pronounced Hereford 
a crank. 

The idea of Music serving as a W 
agent is absurd, Shrady said. That it 
may be introduced among a certain class of 
posters with admirable results is very likely 

ut if the ward full of patients were soothe 
to sleep as described in the dispatch it must 
be that the patients were carefully selected 
before the experiment was made. It is be- 
yond all scientific reasoning to say that music 
ofany character could ibly affect an in 
discriminate congregation of persons alike. 
Some extremely nervous persons would 
doubtless be quieted if the music were soft 
and mellow, while an equal number would be 
affected in quite the reverse manner. 

‘*There is nothing new about it, however. 
For more than twenty years similar experi- 
ments have been going on in the insane 
asylums of this country and in Europe. I 
remember that old Dr. Ranney, when he had 
charge of the asylum on Blackwell’s Island 
treated some of his patients with music an 
in some cases with good effect. With some 
it would divert the mind from delusions that 
were producing delirium and when such 
persons became soothed they fell asleep. 
Others were made fairly frantic by almost 
the first notes that were sounded. No doubt 
Dr. Ranney could have selected a number of 
patients who were benefited by the music 
and by placing them together in one ward 
have reach the same results as you 
quoted in this dispatch. All of us know the 
magiccharms of music. We see the infant 
lulled to slumber by the mother’s voice. The 
same charm is seen in the sickroom. A pa- 
tient tosses about, racked with pain and the 
head throbbing with fever. Strains of music 
may divert the mind in certain cases until 
sleep comes, or it is just as likely to provoke 
the most acute irritation: Consequently, 
when the suggestion iganade that music may 
become a substitute for morphine we can 
only ery bosh, for it is not common sense. 

Dr. Geo. W. Kunze re in charge of 
the insane wards of Bellevue Hospital, was 
even more positive in — — as absurd the 
alleged musico-therapeutical conquests. Dr, 
Alfred L. and Dr. K. D. Fisher both 
said they had never experimented with mu- 
sic inthe treatment of patients and conse- 
quently were unabie to give an opinion 
on Hereford’s treatment. They did aot act 
as if they thought it was a matter worth talk 
ing about. Dr. John Shrady, President of 
the New York Medico- Historical society, said 
that musico-therapeutics bad been more or 
less experimented with since the half-
